On'the majority of brands of 
cigarettes, the reduction is ten 
conta per tin of 60, though a few of 
the moro expensive makes are re- 
duced by only five centa. The re- 
tail price for packets of ten cigaret- 
tes will be 20 cents, instead of the 
22 cents charged hitherto.

DEATH OF MEK. F: 7. 


WITH LEGAL FIRM 
30 YEARS. 


Many residents will hear with 
deep regret of the death, which 
occurred carly yesterday morning, 
of Mr. Frederick Thomas Lee, 
senior interpreter to Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist, with which 
firm he had been asgocinted for 
over 30 years. 

Mr. Lee, who was 63 yeara of: 
age, had hardly known a day's 
illness until last year when Iindif- 
ferent health necessitated an 
operation in. hospital which came 
us a surprise to all who knew 
him. Subsequently he showed 
signs of substantial recovery but 
suffered a recent relapse and suc- 
cumbed at his, residence No. 294, 
Prince Edward Road, Kowloon. 

Born in Hongkong in 1868, Mr. 
Lee was educated at the Diocesan 
Boys’ School and Queen's College. 
After a perfod of service in the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, 
Shanghai, ho returned to Hong- 
kong and joined the legal profes- 


(sion, 


By virtue of his position Mr. 
Lee, who was better known to the 
lending Chinese business men of 
the Colony as Mr. Li Fuk-tsau, 
camo into immediate contact with 
a wide circle of friends with whom 
his stuunch- loyalty was a byword. 
He was also highly respected by 
the many Europeans who knew 
him, . — 

He is survived by a widow, 
three daughters ‘and three sons, 
two of whom, Dr. George Lee, 
medical practitioner, and Mr. 
Richard E. Lee, A.RILBA., the 
architect, returned from England 
last year and are nef in practice 
locally. ‘

GERMANY UNABLE TO KEEP 
UP PAYMENT. 


when ‘he visited Dr. 
German Chancellor, yesterday. 
Briefly the German standpoint 


‘Lis that Gormany is unable to pay 


hor reparations, either now or in 
the future, if the world’s economic 
lifo is to be revived. eect 

It fs pointed out in authoritative 
circles that there will be a com- 
plete collapso of German economic 
life 1f any attempt {sp made to re- 
impose the reparations, but if she 
is relieved of thom, Germany may be 
able to pay her private debts In 
due courre... $ 

Dr. Bruening declared that the 
continuation of Gormany’s poli- 
tical payments was impossible. 
He sald to-day that he was ¢on- 
vinced that nobody could shut 
their eyes to the consequences 
which necessity demanded, and it 
wan imperative to find the-courage 
not to allow economic problems 
to be made the subject of polltical 
considerations. The Basel con- 
ference report showed the disns- 
trous consequences of the war for 
Germany, and it was recognised 
that the extreme mensures that 
Germany had taken to combat the 
crisis, were unparalleled in modern 
hiatory. 

Joiné Action Necessary, 

It also proved that one-sided 
measures by Germany alone were 
unsufficient, and Germany's posi- 
tion, which to a large extent was 
the causo of the increasing finan- 
cial paralysis throughout the 
world, categorically demanded 
joint immediate action by all 
governments. . 

Dr. Brucning also emphasised 
the report to prove Germany’s tn- 
capacity to pay, the close con- 
nexion of Germany’s reparation 
payments with the present situa- 
tion, and how thoroughly had been 
the change In conditions on which 
the Young plan had been built up. 

'Dr. Bruening went on to say 
that the continuation of political 
payments had’ been rendered im- 
possible by the situation in Ger- 
many to-day. Clearly, any at- 
tempt to maintain auch payments 
must lead to disaster, not only to 
Germany, but for the whole world. 

He announced that Germany had 
agreed to January 26 for the open- 
ing of the Lausanne Reparations 
Conference. ° 

Dr. Brucning emphasised that 
the Government had no choice 
with regard to their attitude, and 
could adopt,no «lIternative but to 
present at the conference, the 
situation as it was, and ask the 
other Governments concerned to 
take the situation into account, 
and not to try and find solutions 
for a compromine, of which n reat 
possibility no longer existed, 

Political Bombshell, 
' Paris, Jan. 10. 

Dr. Bruening’s declaration has 
cnused a sensation in political 
circles, the Chamber ef Deputies 
and lobbies, and it is unanimously 
agreed that the development is 
exceedingly grave. It is gener-| 
ally thought that Germany’s deci- 
sion to default in her obligation 
under the Young plan will render 
the Lausanne conference useless, 
and that the creditor powers 
ought immediately to confer with 
regard to a common attituie. It 
is recalled that the Young plan 
provides for reference to the 
Hague Court in the ovent of Ger- 
many’s default. 

All see the hand of Hitler in the 
Chaneellor’s dramatic move, 

End of Young Plan. 

Paris, Jan. 10. 
: M. Flandin, Finance _ Minister, 
in a statement on Dr. Bruening’s 
remarks, declared that if the Ger- 
man chancellor had been accurate- 
ly reported, it would mean that 
the Government wished to end the 
Young plan and the Treaty of 
Versailles. No Frenchman could 
accept the unilateral renounce- 
ment of conventions freely signed, 
which would imply the destruc- 
tion of our sacred rights to re- 
parations, he declared. : 

Nobody contcated the gravity of 
the world crisis or the necessity 
of adjustments to the system of 
inter-governmental paymenta in 
order to traverse a period of de- 
pression, he continued.

1 do not know how long ‘it is 
since the human race begna trying 
not to believe in ghosts and vainly 
imagined that ft could cure itself. 
of the belief by taughter.. But I 
do know thnt there was a time in 
the nineteenth century when, as 4 
result of incessant ridicule, the 
last ghost seemed to be about to 
say good-bye for ever. 

Fortunately things have greatly 
changed in this respect. The 
Victorians could believe in almost 
anything, but they cduld not be- 
lieve in ghosts. The Georginns 
cnn believe in scarcely anything, 
but they’ are more inclined to 
believe in ghosts than the 
Vietorinna were. I myself, as a 
Victorian boy, did not believe ‘in 
ghosts, though I was afrald of 
them. Now that I have grown 
into a middle-aged Georgian, 1 
am less afraid of them, but T very 
nearly believe in them. 


The Ghost Complex. 
I certainly never hear anyone 


teNing a story of a meeting with 
nu shost without believing every 


‘|word of it while IT am listening. 


And, when I go to see “Hamlet” 
in the theatre, I can no more help 
believing in ghosts than in Kings 
and Queens, even if the ghost 
bumps heavily against the scenery 
when making hia exit. 

Perhaps, one of the reasons why 
thosts are no longer ridiculed so 
universally os they once were Is 
that the modern ghost is-no longer 
the terrifying figure that scared 
and amused) our ancestors by 
turns, Most of the ghosts seen 
by my friends and acquaintances 
have been cither  amicalle or 
harmicss.

For Foochow the first few days 
of 1982 have been anything but a 
Happy) New Year, First, the 
news from outlying: districts has 
not been good.» The cruct imposi- 
tlons. of taxes in Futaing ae in 
Changloh, Including the efforts to 
force the’ people to grow oplom, 
together with the inhuman and 
Heentious conduct of the treeps, 
have aroused the resentment of 
the people to bursting: point, 

In one plaice near Kaosanshib, 
the soldiera some time nyo 7 ate 
tacked m wedding feast and carried 
off the bride, When released (no 
doubt after payment of a large sum 
of money) she was In such nm cone 
dition that ahe soon xuccumbed to 
her injuries. The people teak ono 
action at the time, but seme weeks 
Inter they Invited the soldicrs to 

sa feast in aw large ancesten! hall 

five i from Kuoshanshih, fn the 
rourse of which they closed and 
necured the doors, set fire to. the 
building, and ao burnt the soldiers 
alive. 

Other forma of vengeance have 
been employed, and pitched battles 
have taken place, in whieh it seers 
that the soldiers have been worsted 
with heavy losses. (One report 
neta their casualtics at 700 killed). 
A large force is on its way to 
Futsing to quell the rebellion, but 
until something Is done te redress 
these grievances, the future looks 
gloomy. 


Lady Missionary Released. 


On the other hand ft is encourag- 
ing to be able to tell of the relense 
of Miss Halverstadt, the American 
missionary who was captsred 20 
miles from Foochow ‘on Christmis 
Eve. She was handed over to her 
friends in Foachow on Jan. 3. by 
the Chinese officitls, | am told 
that. she is not much cas wore for 
her terrible experience, but the 
way fit which ber release was 
brought about throws a lurid light 
on the state of fairs, 

‘The men who took her and fif- 
teen Chinese from the launch near 
Kangcheng deny that they are ban- 
dits. They represents the “People's 
Anny” of Changloh and -Futsing, 
and the kidnapping waa a bold 
atroke calculated to force — the 
“tovernment to yield to the de. 
mands of the people fer the 
abolition of the obnoxious taxes 
recently imposed, They also | de 
manded ag a condition © of 
releasing their captives that they 
be recognised as nu part of the regu.

Japanese Murders, 


Mt Foochow itself 
come into the limelight. Despite 
the countermanding of the New 
Year holidays by the Central Govt, 
the schools luys holiday, 
On Jan. 2, an anti-dapancse  de- 
monstration . was held in the West 
Lake Park, and was of course 
largely attended. Three Japanese, 
including the commander of the 
gunboat now at Foochow went 
among the crowd, They are 
anid to have torn up some hand- 
bills, and attempted to tear down 
some anti-Japanese placards. 

This naturally annoyed the 
students and when they praduced 
revolvers nnd fired into the air, 
their lives were in danjrer. 
Fortunately Chinese police arrived 
and escorted them to the Police 
Headquarters and thence to Nantui. 

Next day, an indignation mect- 
ing of “Japanese and Formosans 
was held at the Japanese Con- 
aulates That evening two Jap- 
anese,‘a teacher in the school for 
Tapancec children and his. wife, 
were murdered, The murder. is 
shrouded in mystery, no sound be- 
ing noticed hy people in’ near-by 
housea, and the identity and even 
the nationality of the murderors 
being unestablished, But the 
Japanese naturally associate the 
crime with the demonstration of 
the day before, while the Chinese 
suspect It to’have been done by 
somcone interested in providing 
renson for Jnpanese aygression In 
Fukien. 

At all events,-. special meeting 
of the Government authorities on 
Monday morning decided, among 
other things, that all schools in 
Foochow he closed ns_ a precaution 
against further incidents. It {s 
said that, Japancse gunboats are 
on thelr way to Foochow, and sorl- 
ous developmonts may follow,

payment. on a Hongkong Hotel 
Bus In Queen's Road on Saturday 
morning, 


DUTY... 


The bus conductor said defen- 
dant bourded at Po Lug Terrace 
nnd, when asked for his fare, re- 
plicd that he had a monthly ticket. 
Ho was avked to produce the ticket 
and began ta searvh his pockets, 
After he had fumbled sbout for 
atime the conductor left to collect 
the fares,of other passengers. The 
conductor returned and again de- 
manded to see the ticket and the 
defendant re-commenced his 
search whieh lasted until the bus 
had reached the stop outside the 
No, 7 Police Station, 


As the bus was drawing up at 
the stopping place the dofendant 
on secing a ticket: inspector ap- 
pear alighted before It had come 
to a atandstill, The conductor re- 
ported the matter and the Inspec 
tor followed him. 


The Inapector told the Court 
that defendant alighted juat as 
he was boarding the bus, after it 
liad stopped, When he overtook 
him outside the entrance of the 
Police Station: in Western Street 
neeused said he had thrown hs 
ticket away. 


‘The defendant, giving evidence 
denied that the conductor asked 
him for his ticket at any stage dur- 
ins the journey, He was engaged 
in conversation with a passenger 
at the rear of the bus. 


His Worship said there were one 
or two discrepancies in the evidence 
of the canductor and the Inspec- 
tor. Defendant's evidence seemed 
fo bear out the conductor. 


Inapector W. R. MeWalter, whe 
prosecuted, remarked that there 
was much evasion of fares on 
buses, Some people made a hobby 
of it. The conductor was in an 
awkward position. If he called 
the Police, the passenger simply 
tendered ten cents. 

If, as defendant claimed, the 
conductor was engaged with other 
passengers Tit was hin (defen- 
dent’s) duty to offer te pay his 
fare.

Althoudh the | Assochition ‘nas 
been in existence for barely a year, 
its varlous aetivities and siggnfi- 
cant achievements have beeuw more 
than enough to warrant us fore. 
casting a very bright future, Re- 
cently we havt extended our mem. 
bership lo the farmers in the New 


Territories with art entrance feo of 


20 cents, in return for which we 
supply them with 20) cents worth 
of vexetable seeds. By this means 
we hope to enlist all the farmers in 
the N Territories as members of 
the Association. 

A foun society has also been 
formed; the method of operation of 
this branch of our activities is re- 
ceiving careful consideration, and 
we confidently expect the experi- 
ment to prove a success and of con- 
siderable benefit to the farmers, 
Various experiments have been 
carried out to induce the adoption 
of chemienl fertilisers and to intro- 
duce dilferent kinds of water pumps 
to the farmers, and we now have in 
mind the acquisition of an area of 
Jand in the New Territories where 
various experiments can be carried 
out under the Committee's super. 
vision and so furnish a model for 
the farmers. 

It is gratifying to be able to Iny 
before you a brief report on the 


‘Limprovements in the activities of 


the farmers both in’ extension of 
aren and increase of production in 
the New Territories since our first 
show. Recent investigations by 
the committee reveal the fact that 
165 families’ are now engaged in 
vexetable cultivation in the New 
Territorioxs (excluding Kowloon)

of vegetables ote, produced hns in- 
creased from 70 pieculs a day to 300 
pieuls a day. Fuller detafls of this 
remarkable development will be 
found in the handbook, which I 
commend to all of you not only as n 
ulde to the show but as an Inter- 
esting literary product. 

. Need for Pooling. 

In reply His Excelleney said: 

Tt affords me great 
to. open to-day this 
Territories ‘Agricultural Show 
for tho present year. I was 
disappointed at not being able 
to ‘open tho show ‘n-year ago, but 
the New Terrlturies had. been some- 
what unkind to me, and I encoun- 
tered sevora! ocetdenta while rid- 
ing over here, which Incapncitated 
me and prevented me from coming. 

I had my first experience of the 
Chinese agriculturist over 34 years 
ago, when I was Assistant District 
Officer to no brother of our friend 
Mr. Halifax in the settlement of 
Penang in Malayn. I was greatly 
struck then by their astounding in- 
dustry, and when I came to Hong- 
kong I had further evidence of that 
industry, more especinily In these 
Territories. One cannat but ‘be 
struck by the intensive cultivation 
of the flat urens and the lower 
levels, all of which have been deve- 
loped in a wonderful manner. 

One of the accidenta which I en- 
countered when riding last year 
was being bogged in a awamp when 
{ proceeded to ride across what 
looked a harniless piece of grass 
land. My friend Mr. Hallifax told 
me afterwards that, If I saw oa 
pleco of uncultivated grass Innd 
in the New Territorics, 1 might be 
‘ure that) there was something 
wrong with it, and that it way in- 
sapndle of being cultivated. [ had 
to ndmit from bitter experience 
that he was quite right. 

Satisfactory Development, 

The land is being further deve- 
‘oped, and the new fand alienated 
for agricultural purposes in 1931 
amounted to over S06 acres, or three 
times the amount similarly alienat- 
ed in 1930.) This is very satisfact- 
ory, and shows a steady inerease of 
table population, | 

1 congratalate the Association on 
thelr wise endeavours to promote 
agricultural prosperity. These 
Shows incite cultivators to. keen- 
ness, and ton greater endeavour jn 
producing a higher class of produce, 
But more is required than this: if 
these’ Shows are to be taken full 
idvantage of, cultivators must set 
their minds on “pooling” the results, 
and in studying cach other's pro- 
ducts with a view to improving the 
strain throughout, In short, co- 
operation and exchange of seed, 
tubers and seedlings are essential if 
progress is ta be achieved, , 
“ Ttis obvious that agriculture is 
the fife blood of the New Territor- 
jes, and every effort must be made 
to foster and improve it. I trust 
that the excellent idea of the Asso. 
clation to acquire an area of land 
for experimental work will be car- 
rledtout. It is not enough increly 
to extend the cultivated area: it is 
essential to introduce more modern 
methods and especially to study the 
question of seed selection, 

Good Rice Crops. 

I think that on the whole the eul- 
tivators of rice in these Territories 
have done well. The quality is ox- 
cellent, and generally speaking two 
crops cin always be obtained during 
the year, [am glad to learn that 
the crops last year were very good. 
Pests occasionally give trouble, but 
if Information with regard to them 
is fortheoming, I would alwnys be

Agricultural Research Institute 
Malaya, which has had vast exper- 
fence of rice growing, and the 
troubles which may be encountered, 
Useful information might also be 
obtained from that source in regard 
to various kinds of fruit.

I think that a good deal more 
might be done in the cultivation 
of pineapples, with a view to sce- 
ing whether the canning industry 
of this fruit might not bo more 
developed. . It can be mnde a very 
Nourishing industry. There are 
very Jarge tracts of hill land In 
this Territory, which I.am in- 
clined to believe could be usefully 
cultivated with this fruit. 

Necessity of Lime, 

Various specimens of the soils 
of these Territories were sent to 
the [Imperial Inatitute, and the 
report generally speaking haw been 
very fnvourable. ‘The soil especial- 
ly with the assistance of 
lime is considered to be 
very vcod for the growing of both 
rice and fruit. The addition of lime 
is considered necessary owlng to 
the acidity of the soil, to which 
in a laryre measure paat failure 
is probably due. 

I owould’ further stress the 
necessity for greater co-operntion 
in the growing of vegetables, The 
Chinese are past masters Jn. the 
krowing of vegetables, and there 
is No reason why the New Terrl- 
torics should not be able to aupply 
the grenter part of the needs of 
this Colony in this respect. But, 
in order to enable the producers 
to compete with the growers out- 
side, vegetable growers must co- 
operate in the matter of transport, 
and in other directions, The 
Association might do very useful 
work in developing such a co- 
operative movement. Mennwhile 
Cam glad to learn from the Chair- 
man’s speech that there has 
already been a great increase in 
the production of vegetables, 

The ‘Territories are greatly 
indebted to Lady Ho Tung, who 
has their interests s0 much at 
heart, for her experimental work. 
which hus Leen most helpful. and 
uso for her financial assistance. 

Finally I congratulate all those 
who have worked for the success 
of this Show, and have much 
olensure in declaring it open.

PRISON FOR STEALING 
“AT A-FIRE. 


— 


YAUMATI BLAZE. 


Tho tragic firo In Shanghai 
Street on Saturday evening had a 
acquel nt the Kowloon Magistracy 
before Mr. Fraser this morning 
when-three firemen were charged 
with offences which they were 
nlleged to have committed during 
the conflagration. 


In the. case of Mok Sul, 
Inspector Clark said he was at the 
scene of the fire and aaw a silver 
watch lying on the ground. The 
next thing he saw was the defen- 
dant putting his foot over it and 
trving to cover it. Officer Smith, 
who also saw the incident, immo- 
Cintely caught hold of the defen- 
dant, who was found with a jace 
bangle in hia jacket and $6.60 in 
silver dollara and coins in’ hia 
boots, Special pockets had been 
made in his jacket and = spectal 
slits in his boots. 


Inapector ‘Clark went on to say 
that it was:reported at the fire 
that revernl floors had been 
ranaacked and a quantity of 
jewellery was found to he misslinyg. 

His Worship:—A wolf in 
sheep's clothing ?—Yer, your 
Worship. 


Inspector Clark:--I have been 
juatructed to ask your Worship 
to take a very serious view of the 
cuse, 

His Worship:—I am. 

In pasning sentence of Kix 
months’ hard labour, his Worship 
said defendant had used his posi-~ 
tion of responsibiiity to steal the 
property of the people he was 
puld to protect.

DEBATED. 


FULL COURT HEARS 
' ARGUMENT. 


The point which wan reserv- 
od by the Chicf Justice (Sir Joseph 
Komp) during the trial of Chung 
King-man at the Criminal Sessions 
in connexion with - the. Kowloon 
City ‘robbory cnse,-as to the pro- 
priety of the Crown recalling o 
witness; was considered in the Full 
Court this morning, before the 
Chief Justice and the Pulsne Judge 


(Mr, Justice Lindell). 


Originally, there were two’ pri- 
soners charged, Chung King-man 
and Li Fat, the jury bringing Ina 
verdict of not guilty ‘against Li 
Fat, who was discharged, and re- 
cording a verdict of guilty against 
Chung King-man. Sentence was 
deferred pending argument on the 
point reserved.
